County Commission condemns land 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Tuesday, 
May 27, at the courthouse in 
Enterprise and voted to condemn a 
small portion of land in the Shiloh 
Community to allow a paving project 
to be completed as planned. 

County engineer Mac Rushing 
told the commission that work was 
going as scheduled on the Shiloh, 
Road north of Highway 84, but work 
was delayed on the portion of the 
road south of Highway 84 because a 
number of residents had refused to 
give the county the right-of-way 
required in paving. 

The landowners reportedly did 
not live on the road, yet did not sign 
the right-of-way deed as requested, 
holding up the long-awaited paving 
project. 

Rushing stated the land in 
question was near the end of the 
road and added there were no houses 
on the property; however, one house 
is located at the end of the road, and 
to stop the paving at the end of the 
right-of-way acquisitions would 
place a hardship on the resident. 
‘Commissioner Eugene Bradley 
originally said, ‘‘If they refuse to 
give us the right-of-way, let ’em live 
in the mud,’ but changed his mind 
when told of the one house to be 
affected, and suggested the land 
needed for the project be acquired 
through condemnation proceedings. 

The commission agreed with the 
plan and by a yote of 4-1 voted to 
condemn the land needed for 
right-of-way, 


The bi-monthly meéting began at 
9 a.m. with the first order of 
business being a discussion on a 
request to rename County Road 71 
the Jack Moore Sr. Road. 

Fernie Moore, the son of the late 
Jack Moore Sr., told the commission 
he was back repeating his request to 
rename the road, but met opposition 
when a resident of the road 
presented the commission with a 
petition signed by all but, two 
residents of the road who opposed 
the new name. 

Moore reminded the commission 
that he had a petition signed by the 
majority of the residents of the road 
agreeing with the naming of it, and 
stated some of the residents must 
have signed both petitions. 

Commission chairman Marion 
Brunson recommended that because 
of the obvious opposition to the 
request, that the commission leave 
the road as is, with the name County 
Road 71. The commission agreed 
and the request died for lack of a 
motion, 

In other action at Tuesday's 
meeting, the commission: 
***approved minutes of the previous 
meeting; 

***approved a request from Sheriff 
Brice Paul to transfer funds in his 


department to allow the repair of a 
vehicle; 

***approved a raise for Deputy 
Sheriff Leslie Hussey, who earlier 
had the request denied by mistake; 
***received a petition from the 
residents of the Armor-McGee Road 
requesting the road be worked up 
and paved as soon as possible; 
***conducted a public hearing on an 
application for funds to install 
two-and-a-half miles of pipe to allow 
the Dale-Coffee County line Water

Enterprise water lines; 

***agreed to apply for approxi- 
mately $32,000 in funds left over 
from an earlier water project 
involving the South Crenshaw Water 
and Fire Protection Authority that 
will allow 27 homes in Coffee County 
to join the authority; 

***heard a representative of GTE 
present a detailed proposal for a new 
telephone system for all county 
offices;

Tip leads to discovery of planned 


mass escape at Coffee County Jail 


Law enforcement officials at the 
Coffee County Jail in Elba are 
believed to have prevented an 
escape attempt this week that may 
have included plans to take hostages 
and free all inmates in the facility. 

Sheriff Brice Paul reported 
Tuesday that jail officials had 
discovered 10 hacksaw blades and a 
complete hacksaw in a cell block at 
the jail earlier in the day and also 
discovered that rivets on a fire 
escape door and bars on a cell

Max Rayburn, a former Elba 
chief of police, is seeking the office 
of sheriff of Crenshaw County. This 
is the first time he has been a 
candidate for public office. 

While serving as police chief in 
Elba, Rayburn was selected *'Police 
Officer of the Year"’ in 1979 by the 
Pilot Club, He received a 
commendation for ‘loyal and faithful 
service to law enforcement” from 
the Peace Officers’ Standards and 
Training Commission, and was 
nominated for ‘Who's Who in Law 
Enforcement,” 

Rayburn has had 15 years 
experience in law enforcement and 
protective services, with eleven of 
those years in service with the Elba 
Police Department. He has had

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Nursing Home Spotlight 


This last week of May, 1986, 
we're visiting a gentleman at the 
Elba Nursing Home, a gentl@man by 
the name of Mr. Zeanus Hudson. 

Mr. Hudson was born July 13, 
1905, in the old Hudson Mill 
Community. So we can see he is 
going to celebrate his 81st birthday 
shortly, the ‘Good Lord willing and 
the creeks don’t rise."’ (Remember 
when Tennessee Ernie Ford said this 
on his television program in the late 
50’s and early 60's?) Therefore, 
we'd like to go ahead and wish Mr. 
Zeanus a very ‘‘Happy Birthday’’ a 
little bit early. 

When we asked his wife, Mrs. 
Alice Hudson, if Mr. Zeanus’ 
birthplace was named after some of 
his people, she told us that it was. 
She said it was named Hudson Mill 
Community because an uncle of his, 
a Mr. Giles Hudson, owned and 
operated a grist mill and a cotton gin 
there; hence the name. Also, 
because most of the people who lived 


there were Hudsons, and were 
related. 

Mr. Zeanus’ parents were 
Charlie and Augusta Adams 
Hudson, both of whom were born 
and reared in this area. His father 
was a farmer and he had six 


brothers and sisters. 

They are: EFFIE HUDSON, who 
remained unmarried and now 
resides in the Luverne Nursing 
Home; but who previously lived near 
Opp in the Valley Grove Community, 
then moving back to the Hudson Mill 
Community; ESTER HUDSON, now 
deceased, who was married to Julie 
Cantaline and Bonnie Free Ammons, 
both of whom are deceased. At the 
time of his death,:Mr. Ester lived 
near Zion Chapel. ESTELLE KING, 
deceased, was married to Fletcher 
King, also deceased. Miss Estelle 
was a resident of the Elba Nursing 
Home at the time of her death. 
LUCILLE is married to Henry Bryan 
and they make their home in the Lee 
Community; GREEN MACK 
HUDSON, who was married to fhe 
late Veneria Wambles and is now 
married to Minnie Oliver. They 
make their home in Elba. The last 
brother, JOHNNY, died when a 
young child. 

On December 7, 1929, the year of 
‘the flood,’’ Mr. Zeanus and Miss 
Alice Morgan were wed. Miss Alice 
was from the Pine Level Community 
and was one of eight children born to 
Mr. and Mrs. John Morgan. Mrs. 
Morgan was the former Myrtie 
Smith. 

Mr. John was a farmer whose 
arents came to Crenshaw County 
rom Georgia. His father, Snow 
Morgan, owned and operated a 
cotton gin, grist mill and store near 
Brantley, now called Sasser’s Mill. 

A story that is told in the family is 
that Mr. Snow's wife, the former 
Laura Webb, told a friend, when 

asked when she was going to be 
married, ‘‘I’ll get married when a 
snow comes in August;’’ and lo and 
behold, a Mr. Snow Morgan 
appeared - and in time they were 
wed. 

In addition to farming in his early 
years, Mr. John also operated a 
grocery store, known as Morgan’s, 
located between Opp and Andalusia. 

Miss Alice's brothers and sisters 
are: DEXTER, now deceased, who 
was married to Alice Carnley. They 
made their home in Opp and Miss 
Alice still lives there. CELLUS, 
deceased, who was married to Lilla 
Day, also deceased; they were 
residents of Dothan. VOY, who lives 
in Brantley, and was married to Byrd 
Wiggins, now deceased. JOHNNY, 
who with her husband, Comer 
Morgan, lives in Brantley; J.B., who 
is married to the former Earl 
Harrilson and they live in Luverne; 
LEWIS, who is married to the former 
Ruth Compton and they live in 
Andalusia; and HUEY, who is 
married to the former Bonnie Day 
and they live in Elba. Mr. Cellus and 
Mr. Huey married the Day sisters - 
Lilla and Bonnie. 


Mr. Zeanus received his early 
'schooling at the Ham School, located 
on Highway 189 N., toward Brantley. 
He farmed in the early years of his 
marriage and then began working in 
Opp at the cotton mill. He fell, on 
the job, breaking a vertebra, and his 
health steadily deteriorated from 
that time. 

In his younger days, Miss Alice 
remembers him as a good-looking 
man, ‘‘tall and slender, with black 
hair and big, pretty blue eyes.” 

Mr. Zeanus and Miss Alice h, © 
one child, a daughter, CARILYN, 
who is married to Sam Andrews. 
Sam is originally from Enterprise 
and is employed with Windham 
Power Lifts. 

Carilyn is the mother of four 
children. They are: Rhonda, married 
to John Green, an Atlanta, Ga., 
native. They reside in Eufaula 
where John is employed with 
American Builders. hey are the 

arents of two sons -- David, a 

-year-old, and Daniel, age 1. Jamie 
is married to Steve Falls from Elba. 
They live in Norfolk, Va., where 
Steve is based with the U.S. Navy 
and Jamie is attending college 
there; Jimmy, who is unmarried and 
with the Navy in Jacksonville, Fla.; 
and John Joseph, who is married to 
the former Phyllis Bryan of Elba. 
John is employed with Food World in 
Troy and they are the parents of a 
4-month-old daughter, Jessica, and 
reside on Rt. 1, Elba. 


Carilyn has many fond memories 

of her mother and daddy and 
rowing up ina close-knit family in a 
oving atmosphere, in a home filled 
with love and warmth and goodness. 
She said, ‘‘As far back as I can 
remember, Daddy and Mother

always went to church. The church 
was located about three miles from 
our house and I remember Daddy 
carrying me in his arms to church. 
He also carried me in his arms to 
Charlie Marler's store where I'd get 
candy. He always had something 
going! He was a great kidder, 
especially to chiidren. He really 
enjoyed his grandchildren when they 
were little -- he loved them very 
much. Daddy was a family man - his 


whole life was always centered 
around us.”’ 

When asked who was the 
disciplinarian in the family, she 


replied, laughing, ‘‘Mama was the 
strict one - I had a way of getting 
around Daddy.’’ 

When we asked Miss Alice, she 
too laughed and agreed. ‘‘You 
know,”’ she said, ‘‘Carilyn was a’ 
good child, but sometimes you have 
to spank children to let them know - 
and be reminded - who's the boss; 
and when I had to get onto Carilyn 
and spank her, Zeanus couldn’t 
stand to see it -- it nearly killed 
him.” 

Miss Alice recalled the '29 flood 
for us, and I'd like to quote her. She 
said: 

‘*We were living in Pine Level at 
the time. I remember it was on a 
Saturday, and it had been raining 
and raining and raining. All of us 
children and Daddy were shelling 
peanuts. We had shelled peanuts 'til 
our fingers were burning. 

“It quit raining and Baddy asked 
if we wanted to walk around outside 
and rest our fingers and legs. I never 
will forget - there was a little hillside 
and water was pouring over that hill 
like adam! A neighbor came up and 
said he had heard Elba was flooded, 
and so 13 of us loaded into his Model 
T and drove toward Elba. We came 
in from Danley’s Crossroads, but 
couldn’t get any closer than the 
railroad. The water was up to the 
crossties. There were boys and girls 
in overalls with the legs rolled up, 
playing in the water. 

“You could see eggs, furniture 
and animals floating in the water - 
furniture was put outside on porches 
to dry out -- it was a sight!’’ 


Mr. Zeanus is a Primitive 
Baptist, having joined at the Beaver 
Dam Primitive Baptist Church. 

Carilyn and Miss Alice recall Mr. 
Zeanus telling them that he 
remembered Uncle Charlie Porter 
living in the community when he was 
growing up years ago, and he looked 
then just like he did in later years. 

Mr. Zeanus and Miss Alice are 
lovingly known as ‘‘Mother’’ and 
“Granddaddy” to their four grand- 
children, and ‘‘Grandmother’’ and 
‘Grandpa’ to their three great- 
grandchildren. 

When asked about their courting 
days, Miss Alice replied, ‘‘We 
courted on a Model A or T - I'm not 
sure which; it belonged to a friend. 
That's how we did our courting -- 
what courting there was! Back then, 
we didn’t go much -- my daddy was 
very strict. We always had a lot of 
love in our home -- he was a good 
man. We brothers and sisters loved 
each other dearly and were very 
close, and we worsltbped our daddy. 
You see, our mother had died when 
we were all pretty young, so I guess 
we just gave all our love to our 
daddy."’ 

Mr. Zeanus was admitted to the 
Elba Nursing Home April 7 of this 
year. Mr. Joe Hodge is his 
roommate; Miss Alice still lives on 
the old home place. 


Some favorites of Mr. Zeanus 
are: the color ‘‘blue;’’ favorite 
season - ‘He just loved life - any 


time of the year. "He liked the 
outdoors, and loved to sit in the 
shade in the summertime - in the 
warm weather."’ Miss Alice said 
“Christmas is his favorite holiday, 
and he likes ‘vegetables, fried 
chicken, dressing, dumplings, sweet 
potato pie, tea, milk, butter, and 
coffee with his breakfast.’’ 

As far as hobbies go, she said, 
‘He never really had any, except 
when television came along; he 
enjoyed watching it, and he always 
liked poing to church,”’ 

When asked what he'd wish for if 
he could have one wish, there was 
positively no hesitation when he 
replied, “‘Go home!”’ 

When asked his advice for the 
younger generation, he said, ‘‘I’d 
tell them to go to church, mind their 
mamas and daddys and get a good 
education,"* 

We asked him if he could live his 
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life over, what would he do different, 


and he said: ‘I would have joined pe 
some type of service."’ be 
Laughingly, his wife asked him, Fer)
